CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


Preamble 

We, the members of Missionary Baptist Churches in the County of 
Cleveland, State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto, do hereby 
propose to establish and maintain the principles and rules of order ot a district 
Association in conformity to the following plan: 

Article I Name 

The name of this body shall be the “Kings Mountain Baptist Association.” 

Article II Purpose 

It shall be the purpose of the Association to cooperate with the State and 
Southern Baptist Conventions in the promotion of Christian Missions at home 
and abroad, and in any other related objects such as evangelism, Christian 
education, benevolent enterprises, and social services, which it may deem proper 
and advisable for the furtherance of the Kingdom of God. 
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Article III Membership 


Section 1: The Association shall be composed of cooperating Baptist 
Churches in the area of the Association. . . ... , . 

Section 2: Churches desiring membership m the Association shall apply the 
the Membership Committee and if recommended by this Committee and 
accepted by the Association shall agree to come under the watchcare ot the 
Association for a period of one year. At the end of one year, upon 
recommendation of the Committee, membership within the Association of such 
churches shall be determined by vote of the Association. During this period such 
churches shall be entitled to all rights and privileges of the Association except 

their members shall not hold office nor vote. .. , 

Section 3: The Association shall be sole judge of its membership and may 
receive churches, or reject churches, according to its Constitution and By-Laws. 
Member churches may also withdraw as they desire, and, it requested, the 
General Board may grant letters of recommendation to other like Associations. 


Article IV Meetings 

Section 1: The Association shall meet annually on Tuesday evening and 
Wednesday after the third Sunday in October and continue until the business ot 
the Association is disposed of. , 

Section 2: Special meetings may be called by the Moderator or General 
Board provided two weeks notice is given to the member churches. 

Section 3: Each church shall elect annually, in addition to the pastor two 
messengers to the meetings of the Association for each 50 members of the 
church, provided each church shall have not less than three nor more than ten 
messengers. These shall constitute the voting body of the Association. The 
names of messengers printed in the minutes shall include only those attending 
and registering at the Associational meeting. 

Article V Authority 


Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign m its oi 
affairs, and the Association has no authority over the churches except 
provided in this constitution in Article III, Sections 2 and 3. 

Article VI Officers and Their Election 


Section 1: The officers of the Association shall be Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Music Director, Organist, 
Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, Woman’s Missionary Union 
Director, Brotherhood Director, Chairman of Library Council, Baptist Youth for 
Christ Director, Youth and Family Services Director, and parliamentarian. 

Section 2: The officers shall be elected on the morning of the last day ot the 
Annual Meeting for a term of one year each. The nominees shall be contracted 
and nominated by the Committee on Nominations (By-Law IV Section 6) 
except the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, and Clerk-Treasurer who shall be 
nominated from the floor. Committee nominations shall not preclude 
nominations from the floor. . . . c 

Section 3: All officers shall complete their work as soon as practicable alter 
the closing of the Annual Session. The newly elected officers shall assume, at the 
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close of the Annual Session, all duties incumbent upon said officers relating to 
the work of the ensuing Associational year. 

Section 4: Any person having served two terms as Moderator shall be 
ineligible for re-election. 

Article VII Trustees and Their Election 

There shall be three Trustees of the Association, one preferably a lawyer, 
serving terms of three years each on a totating basis. On nomination by the 
Committee on Nominations, one new trustee shall be elected at the Annual 
Meeting, no trustee being eligible to succeed himself until after the lapse of one 
year. The expiration date of each trustee’s term of office shall appear by his 
name in the Associational Minutes. 

Article VIII The General Board 


The General Board shall be composed of all Associational Officers (Article 
VI, Section 1), the Associational Superintendent of Missions (ex-officio without 
voting privileges), each active pastor, two other members chosen by each 
member church from its membership and certified to the Association in its 
annual report, and chairmen of all standing committees of the Association. The 
General Board shall have the authority to act for the Association between 
sessions, except as limited by the constitution. It shall be the duty of the 
General Board to meet quarterly and to make reports and recommendations to 
the Association in its annual meeting. The quarterly meetings will be in October, 
January, April, and July: on Monday after the third Sunday at 10:00 A.M. 

Article IX Committees 

Section 1: The Association shall have the following standing committees 
with their terms of office being from the close of the annual meeting through 
the following annual meeting. . , , , , 

A. To be nominated by the Committee on Committees and elected by 
the Association at the annual meeting: 

(1) Order of Business Committee (By-Law IV, Section 1) 

(2) Executive Committee (By-Law IV, Section 2) 

(3) Evangelism Committee (By-Law IV, Section 3) 

(4) Finance Committee (By-Law IV, Section 4) 

(5) Ordination Committee (By-Law IV, Section 5) 

(6) Nominations Committee (By-Law IV, Section 6) 

(7) Constitution Committee (By-Law IV, Section 7) 

(8) Membership Committee (By-Law IV, Section 8) 

(9) Calendar Committee (By-Law IV, Section 9) 

(10) Resolutions Committee (By-Law IV, Section 10) 

(11) Historical Committee (By-Law IV, Section 11) 

(12) Seminary Extension Committee (By-Law IV, Section 12) 

(13) Christian Life Committee (By-Law IV, Section 13) 

(14) Place and Preacher Committee (By-Law IV, Section 15) 

(15) Youth and Family Services Committee (By-Law IV, Section 17) 

(16) Any other Committee authorized by the Association. 

B. To appointed by the Moderator at the annual meeting, Committee

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Section 2: The following committees shall be appointed by the Moderator 
at least thirty days prior to the annual meeting to serve during the annual 

meeting Enrollment Committee (By-Law IV, Section 16) 

Article X Amendments 

Amendments to this constitution may be made at any annual session of the 
Association upon an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the voting members 
present. Proposed changed must be presented to the Association in the hrst 
session and voted upon by a standing vote of the Association in the last session. 
It is recommended that all proposed changes first be submitted to the 
Constitution Committee. 


BY-LAWS 

By-Law I PARLIAMENTARY RULES 

Robert’s Rules of Order shall be followed as the Association’s rules for 
conducting its deliberative assemblies, except as the Association prescribes 
otherwise. 

By-Law II ASSOCIATIONAL YEAR 

The Associational Year shall begin October 1 and close September 30. 
By-Law III DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meeting of the body 
according to the Constitution and By-Laws, appoint Committee on Committees 
and Committee on Enrollment. He shall be Chairman of the General Board and 
be an ex officio (without voting privileges) member of all other committees. 

Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the 
pleasure, of the Moderator, and shall be Vice-Chairman of the General Board. 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the 
member churches at least a month before the Association s annual meeting, 
distribute at the annual meeting copies of the digest of these reports, make an 
accurate record of the proceedings of the Association, supervise the printing and 
distributing of minutes to the member churches, keep on file copies of minutes, 
records, and other documents of the Association, and shall also serve as 
Secretary of the General Board. He shall inform all persons elected to office or 
appointed to serve on committees of such action. He shall receive and bank all 
funds of the Association in the name of the Association; disburse the same upon 
instructions from the Association, its General Board, or as designated in the 
Budget (no money is to be disbursed which is not included in the budget except 
upon recommendation of the Finance Committee to the General Board or the 
Association in Annual Session); render an accurate report of receipts and 
disbursements and distribute same at the annual meeting and give a report at 
each quarterly General Board meeting; and keep books available and up-to-date 
for examination. 

Section 4: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Association Year, make an 
audit of the Treasurer’s records and report to the Association in session. 

Section 5: The Historian shall cpllect and preserve historical data on the 
Association and its churches, and shall make a written report to each annual 
meeting of the Association. 

Section 6: Vacancies occurring between annual sessions shall be tilled by the 
General Board except the office Moderator, in which case the Vice-Moderator 
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shall automatically become Moderator. 

By-Law IV DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1: The ORDER OF BUSINESS COMMITTEE shall be composed of 
three members and the Moderator, Clerk and Associational Music Director. It 
shall prepare a printed program for the Annual Meeting of the Association which 
shall be sent to all persons on the program and to all pastors at least thirty days 
before the annual meeting. It shall, on the opening day of the annual meeting of 
the Association, present the printed programs for adoption and serve through 
the sessions when adjustments in the order of business become necessary. 

Section 2: THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

(1) Shall be composed of the Associational officers listed in Article VI, 

Section 1, of the Constitution along with the chairmen of the Evangelism 
and Finance Committees. It shall work with Associational Superintendent 
of Missions in promoting the work of the Association, and lead and assist in 
determining need for, beginning new mission stations, and organizing new 
churches. . 

(2) If such advice is sought it shall advise any group seeking to organize 

a new church. It shall also seek to help any member church desiring 
assistance with its problems. . , ,, 

(3) When without a Superintendent of Missions, this Committee shall 
seek out and recommend to the Association, or its General Board, for 
election a new Superintendent of Missions according to By-Law VI, Section 

(4) It shall administer all matters referred to it by the Association or 
General Board and act on routine or emergency matters between meetings 
of the General Board. It shall initiate and recommend matters concerning 
business management, approve employment of all office personnel deal 
with problems relating to personnel, and maintain adequate equipment tor 
the office. It shall meet regularly, not less than quarterly, but a quorum ot 
seven shall be necessary to transact business. 

Section 3- THE EVANGELISM COMMITTEE, composed of 6 members, 
shall promote the work of evangelism in the Association in cooperation with the 
State Department of Evangelism. All plans and programs to be subject to the 
approval of the Association or its General Board. , 

Section 4: THE FINANCE COMMITTEE, composed of three members, 
with the Treasurer shall study the Association’s financial needs for an adequate 
program, present a budget to the Association for the following year, devise plans 
L Teeming the cooperation of the churches in raismg funds to meet the budget, 
and make a written report to the annual meeting. , 

Section 5- THE ORDINATION COMMITTEE, composed of three members, 
with the pastor of the candidate shall, when requested by a member church 
assist with the examination and ordination of a candidate for the Gospel 

Mml Sion 6- THE NOMINATING COMMITTEE composed of 6 members, 
shall contact before and nominate on the last day of the annual meetmg of the 
Association the officers of the Association according to Artie es VI and VII.of 
the Constitution. This Committee shall also, in cooperation with the nominating 
committee of the various departments of work recommend workers m these 
various departments (Article VI, Section 1). It shall also nominate Associational 
representatives for the various institutions and agencies of our convention and 
members of the General Board of our Baptist State Convention. This Committee 
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shall also assist the General Board in filling vacancies which occur between 
annual meetings of the Association. This Committee s nominations shall not 
nrerlude other nominations from the floor.

We maintained a dedicated staff of 22-25 whom God used in a wonderful 
way. They went into fifteen churches on week ends to sing, show slides and give 
testimonies about their experiences with Christ at camp. We are deeply grateful 
to them for this extra service rendered to the Camp. 

Johnny and Rhea Ross were the very able assistants of T. A. Lineberger, 
Camp Director. Your director is very much indebted to his whole family for the 
success of the Camp. Our Theme for the year was, “Showing Christ to the 
World”. Rhea Ross wrote a new song to help remind the campers that every 
Christian has the responsibility of showing Christ to the world. Each week 
during the summer we had a Missionary to help give each one a worldwide vision 
of our responsibility. Campers studied organization work each day.

The Board is doing this for every widow and child whose 
husband was a member of one of the various plans operated by the Board. The 
visiting is made in the form of a monthly check, and in many cases by a personal 
visit by someone representing the Board. In cases where the husband was a 
member of the Ministers Protection Plan the family may recieve a check for as 
much as $25,000 as was the case with two families in our own association upon 
the death of the husband. 

Southern Baptists are also following the truth expressed in Luke 10:7, “For 
the workman deserves his support” Williams, even after he has retired if such 
workman has participated in any of the plans provided through the Annuity 
Board. It is a wonderful feeling to know that each month there will be a check 
to help meet the needs of the retired worker and his family. We “Thank God and 
take courage” for what the Board is doing in this respect. 

With the constantly rising costs of medical care the Health Protection Plan 
cannot be emphasized too much. Even though the plan is rather costly the 
services provided are well worth the price. Life insurance plans are also available 
on a group basis which makes these plans less expensive than those provided on 
an individual basis.

We commend the pastors and other denominational workers who are in 
these protection plans, and more especially do we thank God for the churches as 
they help their leaders by providing part or all the cost the protection made 
available by our convention. We would again urge the pastors and churches who 
are not now providing for the needs of the future to consider doing so at the 
earliest possible date.

Gardner-Webb College granted her first Baccalaureate Degrees in May of 
1971. There were 242 of them. Seventy-three more were awarded in August of 
1971. Thirty-seven Associate in Arts Degrees were also awarded in May and 
August of 1971. There are still two-year programs available in Business and 
Nursing. 

The 65th year of operation is underway with a student body of 1451 and 
89 faculty members. Thirty-two of these faculty have earned the doctorate. Six 
other faculty members are on leave of absence working on their doctorates. 

The campaign to raise $1,500,00 has surpassed the goal and has reached a 
total of $2,200,000. The trustees and the administration are continuing the 
campaign to reach a challenge goal of $3,500,000. 

Gardner-Webb College is primarily a liberal arts school, with a wide range of 
majors. There are 121 ministerial students and 74 other full-time church-related 
majors enrolled during the present term. One of the great needs is an adequate 

financial aid program for these students. 

The Dover Memorial Library has 57,270 volumes and a new building is in 
the planning stages. The J.R. Dover, Jr., Memorial Chapel is under construction. 
Plans are being developed for an addition to the Webb Administration Building 
and for a new dormitory to be named in memory of Mr. Hubert Maxton Craig, 
Sr. There is a definite need for an auditorium-arena to meet the needs of an 
expanding physical education department, athletics, and convocations. 

The Gardner-Webb College Endowment increased by $98,000 and is now 
valued at $2,163,000 (including an irrevocable trust). The physical plant is now 
valued at $8,800,000. June 30, 1971, the college owed a debt of $879,846 
which is being amortized at the rate of $11,000 per month plus interest. 

Gardner-Webb College is proud to be a part of the Baptist State Convention 
of North Carolina. We pledge to support the Baptist cause throughout North 
Carolina, the Southern Baptist Convention, and the Baptist World Alliance. 

Gardner-Webb’s purpose is clear and concise. “To develop quality Christian 
students who will think for themselves and who will dedicate themselves to the 
Christian way o£ life in the vocation of their own choice.” We shall strive to 
fulfill this purpose in every phase of the life of the college.

“And this rumor of Him went forth .. . Luke 7, 17. , 

There were rumors of a great prophet coming to Judea, Jerusalem and 
Gallilee. The word got to John the Baptist who sent his disciples to Jesusj to see 
if this was true. You remember the Master’s reply. “Go your way and tell John 
what things ye have seen and heard, how the blind see, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are raised, to the poor the Gospel is 
preached”.

Other places in the Bible report on the good and evil of rumors. In the days 
of Isaiah and Hezekiah God sent a rumor back to Ninevah and the great long 
Sennacherib went into a trap and was killed by the sword; but first the prophet 
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had to prophesy, the Jewish king believe, an angel kill the Assyrian hosts, to save 
the city of Jerusalem. 

There may be wars and rumors of wars, and good or mischief may attend 
them, but there also must be deeds, happenings . . . FACTS if you will, for all of 
the work of the Church to be done and recorded for posterity to know. 

To paraphrase some of the members of our younger generation, “Let us tell 
it like it is”. 

Newspapers have a formula for getting the news. The editor tells the 
reporter to find out Who, When, Where, What and Why, then explain fully by 
telling How. 

The writers of the Bible pulled no punches in telling the stories of man’s 
weaknesses, foibles and mistakes, or of his triumphs and Gods great power and 
love. 

Jesus did not say that the man from Gadera had a psychoneurosis with 
paranoia, or a delusion of persecution, or that he had a depressive reaction with 
anxiety.

BY-LAWS FOR ASSOCIATIONAL W.M.U. 

ARTICLE I: NAME. The name of this organization shall be Woman’s Missionary 
Union, Auxiliary to the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

ARTICLE II: OBJECT: The object shall be to promote Christian missions 
through the organizations of Woman’s Missionary Union in the churches and 
missions of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 
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ARTICLE III: RELATIONSHIPS. 


Section 1. Woman’s Missionary Union, Auxiliary to Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association, shall be the liaison organization between church organizations and 
the N.C. Woman’s Missionary Union. 

Section 2. This associational Union shall recognize the autonomy of church 
organizations as provided in the Baptist democratic process of operation. 

Section 3. Church organizations shall be recognized as units through which 
the object of this Woman’s Missionary Union is accomplished, each responsible 
for its own program, and contributing to the work of the association. 

Section 4. This associational Union shall be guided in its plan of work by 
the associational aims for Advancement. 

ARTICLE IV: MEMBERS. The members of Woman’s Missionary Union 
organizations in the churches and missions of the Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association shall constitute the membership. 


ARTICLE V: OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Recording 
Secretary, Treasurer, YWA Director, GA Director, Sunbeam Band Director and 
others as needed. These officers shall be elected annually in a meeting of the 
associational WMU and shall hold office for one year or. until their successors are 
elected. The tenure of office shall be 5 consecutive years.
